He also stated that 
he vas certain that similar trips had been oado by emigres resident In other 
West European countries. It is presumed of course that these privileged 
travelers would be subjected to Soviet recruitment approaches either before 
or during the course of their stay in the USSR* Tbm current ASSUKAC operation
